The results of special investigations of 


tornadoes in 1882 and 1883 have ted the 
U. S. Signal Office to adopt a plan for 
thoroughly studying tornndo phenomena. 
The work is now carried out by about 
800 ubsi rvers, called tornado reporters, 
whose si itions arc mostly located in the 
States of Alabama, Georgia, South Car- 
olina, North Carolina, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin and Minnesota. Since 
March In, 1884, according to Sergt. J. 
P. Finlev, tornado predictions have been 
made a matter of daily study.

The use of iron ties for railroad tracks 


s almost unknown in American railroad 
>ractice, but the indications are that 
within a few years metal will begin to 
mpercede wood for this purpose. 
Our 


•ast railroad mileage takes such an enor- 
mous quantity of new ties annually that 
.he supply is getting short, and the day 
s at hand when the remnants of the 
American forests will be exhausted as a 
means of providing timber for ties. Then 
ron or steel will be resorted to, and ties 
made from that material. 
All the diffi- 


culties that now obstruct the way to usinf 
metallic ties will disappear, and it wil 
come to be as great a surprise that the 
troublesome, always rotting wooden ties 
were ever tolerated, as it is now that slab 
rails laid on wooden stringers were ever 
popular with any class of railroad men 
The wood chopper and the sawyer havi 
to yield to the machinist, the blacksmith 
and other iron workers, who will soon fine 
occupation making metallic ties.

dollars were collected by the United 
States in duties on foreign imports. 
By 


whom was this amount paid? The free 
trader and revenue reformer (as he is 
called) would answer by the consumers of 
the articles upon which the duties were 
imposed , for by the laws of trade, it 
would be impossible fur it to have been 
paid by any one else. That would be the 
free trade logic of the question, based on 
the assumption that all duties are paid 
by an enhanced price of the articles upon 
which the duty is imposed. But what 
are the facts? 


In 1870 a duty of one and one-fourth 


cents per pound, equal to $28 a gross 
ton, was imposed on Bessemer steel rails. 
At that time such rails were belling in 
our market for $106.75 per ton. 
With- 


out any change whatever in the duty, 
Bessemer steel rails sold in the same 
market in 1883 for $35 per ton. 
If the 


consumer of these rails in 1883 paid $28, 
—the amount of the duty more than he 
would have paid had there been no duty, 
then the labor and material in a ton of 
Bessemer steel rails at that time cost 
only $7.00. Pig iron from Bessemer 
steel at that time was selling in the same 
market for $22 to $23 per ton. 
The 


mere statement of these facts is conclu- 
sive that the consumer of steel rails in 
1883 did not pay $28 per ton more than 
he would have paid had there been no 
duty. There is no kind of logic or met- 
aphysics that can prove that. But the 
free trader would say that in such case 
no steel rails could be imported, hence no 
duty would be paid, therefore $28 per 
ton ought not to be deducted from the 
selling price in the iiurket in order to 
ascertain the cost without a duty. 


The Custom House returns show that 


in 1883 there were imported one hundred 
and fifty-four millions nine hundred and 
eighty-two thousand three hundred and 
three pounds of steel rails, on which a 
duty was paid of one million nine hundred 
and thirty-seven thousand two hundred 
and seventy-eight dollars and seventv- 
nine cents. Now, if this amount of duty, 
almost two millions of dollars, was finally 
paid by the consumers of steel rails, 
then the labor and material for each ton 
of rails sold for $35 amounted to only 
$7 00 as before stated. 


In utter disregard of these incontro- 


vertable facts thtf free trader and revenue 
reformer would still declare that by laws 
of trade it would be impossible for any 
sueli facts to exist, and they would con- 
tinue to chop their logic in legislative 
halls and in the forum of the people 
based on their own imaginary facts. 


The quantity of steel rails manufactur- 


ed in this country in 1883 was one mil- 
lion two hundred and ninety-five thous- 
and seven hundred and and torty tons, 
and the quantity imported was a little 
less than seventy thousand tons ; making 
in all fur consumption, in round numbers, 
one million three hundred und seventy 


lousand tons. The price in our market 
as from $35 to $45 per ton; call the 
verage price $40. 
Then the consumers 


f this entire product paid for it in niar- 
et price fifty four millions eight hun- 
red thousand dollars, of which amount 
ie free trader would insist, at the rate 
f $28 per ton duty, 'that thirty-eight 
lillions three hundred and sixty thousand 
ollurs were paid by reason of the tariff, 
caving only fifteen millions four hundred 
nd forty thousand dollars for the labor 
nd material in the million and three 
undred thousand tons of rails; which 
ould be at the rate of $11.27 per ton. 
1 n less such would be the result the ar- 
ument of the free trader is a fallacy and 
is logic a fraud. 
Yet to give emphasis 


o his conclusions, notwithstanding these 
acts, he would declare that the manu- 
acturer of steel rails had robbed 
the 


onsumer of this thirty-eight millions of 
ollars. 
In the same way the free trader can go 
irougli the list of dutiable articles in a 
arifflaw.and multiply the rate of duty 
pecified in each schedule by the quantity 
f the article imported, and also the 
uanlity manufactured or produced at 
oi»e and then call the product of such 
ultiplication the gross sum which the 
onsumer pays for the benefit of the 
nanufacturer. 


If in the tariff there should be a duty 


f six cents a yard on some kind of cloth, 
rhich cloth could be purchased at any 
onntry store for five cents a yard, be 
i-ould insist that the purchaser was rob- 
>ed of six cents on each yard by opera- 
ion of the tariff. 


In this way his figures in most cases 


would make a laboring man pay annually 
nore in the enhanced price of articles 
vhichhe consumes than bis entire wages 
mount to 


The duties paid on foreign imports in 


1883 
were two hundred and fourteen 


millions seven hundred and six thousand 
bur hundred and ninety-six dollars and 
ninety-eight cents. The population ol 
the country by the census of 1880 was in 
round numbers fifty millions; call it 
fifty-six millions iu 1883, and suppose 
that each person consumed exactly the 
same amount in value of foreign imports 
and that the duty was added to the price 
then each would pay in enhanced cost as 
his proportion of taxation in 1883 
foi 


the support of tun Government of the 
United States, $3.83, and'that is all thai 
he could possibly have paid on a per cap 
ita consumption of the foreign import: 
for that year ; even if the duties enhan 
ced the price to the full amount paid. 


A few years ago the law on newspape 


postage was, changed, requiring the pub- 
lisher to pay it, instead ot the subscriber 
Yet the price of the paper to the subscri 
ber continued the same. In the passage 
of the law, had the free trader been con 
suited as to its effect, he would have in 
sisted that if the publisher paid th 
postage, which before had been paid b 
the subscriber, then of course the sub- 
scriber, would have to pay just tha 
much more for bis paper. But the prac 
tical business result was, that the . sub 
scriber got his paper just that much les 
and the publisher lost it out of his pro 
fits. 


For a time there was a specific tax 0 


one dollar per barrel on crude petroleum 
When the tax was repealed it did not (01 
I know from personal experience) chang 
the price of petroleum at the well wber 
it was produced. Before the repeal th 
producer lost the tax, and after th 
reped be saved just that much in tb< 


£ost of production ; but did not reduce* 
the selling price. 


These illustrations from actual business 


>rove conclusively that free trade logic 
» not infallible in its conclusions based 
on the supposed fact, that a duty or tax 
on business in the production of articles 
of commerce necessarily enhances the 
price of those articles to the consumer. 


Whether the consumer pays all or any 


wrtion of a duty or tax or increased 
mrtben upon any business, depends sole- 
y upon the circumstances surrounding 
.hat business, and is a question of fact 
and not of logic. And the question of 
act depends wholly upon the supply and 
demand and the relative cost of prodtic* 
<ioo at home and abroad, at the time the 
luty or tax is imposed. The theory of 
ee trade in discussing legislative meas- 


ures effecting labor and the general wel- 
"are of the country is based almost wholly 
m mistaken or imaginary facts. 


Its first postulate is that if a duty 


evied on an article does not enhince the 
:ost to the consumer, then it can be of 
no benefit to the producer; and if it does 
'nhance the cost to the consumer, then 
hat is taxing one person for the benefit 
f another, thus creating or fostering 


monopoly. 
This is the dilemma, which 


he free trader and 
jvenue reformer, 


with a conscious air 01 triumph, presents 
o his opponents as the conclusion of all 
rgument. 
The duty on Bessemer steel rails when 
rst imposed of forty-five per cent, ad 
alorein did not enhance their market 
rice, for at the time it was done, they 
old for $166 per ton, and never at any 
me did they sell for a cent more. 


iVhile the duty of $28 per ton imposed 


1870 did not increase the market 


rice, it created a new competition in 
ome manufacture, by making the foreign 
lanufactured rail cost in our market $28 
er ton more than it did before ; but this 
mount was not added to the selling 
rice, for the conclusive reason that tne 
rice was not increased after the impost- 
on of the duty. 
The home competition 


ins created gradually reduced the price 
o the consumer until it reaches a point 
o low as to exclude all importations; 
nd then the entire consumption of the 
ountry is produced by home labor and 
ithout any enhancement of price by 
eason of tariff duty. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, a duty can 


e imposed upon an imported article, 
hich would be of great benefit to the 
ome producer of a like article, and yet 
educe the market price of that article 
o the consumer. 


Take, for instance, the production of of the country, 


oal or iron or any similar product; the 
ante investment of money, in what is 
ailed the plant, and the same general 
xpense in the supervision and manage- 
ent of the business, Che greater the 
reduction the less the cost for any 
lecific quantity. If a producer of coal 
as capacity (or producing 200,000 tons 


year and he sells 100 000 tons, and 


equires as profit for a year's business 
5,000, then he must sell each ton at a 
et profit of five cents. Suppose hisouly 
ompetitor is a foreigner, who sells in the 
ame market 100,000 ton* during the 
ear. 
The capacity of the market for 


onsumption would then be 200,000 tons 
year. 
If a duty is imposed so as to 


xclude the 100,000 tons then the home 
roducer can sell 200,000 tons instead of 
00,000. In that case, to make his 
5,000 on his year's business, he sells 
ach ton at a net profit of two and one 
alf cents instead of five cents as he did 
n the 100,000 tons. 
Thus by the oper- 


tion of the tariff duty the consumers of 
ie 200,000 tons of coal would pav two 
nd one half cents per ton less than they 
aid when half the quantity was imported. 
Vhile the consumer pays less the pro- 
ucer receives the same profit on his 
eneral business, and the labor surround- 
ng him has the benefit of producing 
00,000 tons a year instead of 100,000, 
nd the community the advantages re- 
ulting from enlarged business. 
Thus 


y securing the home market for home 
reduction, 
additional employment is 


urnished for home labor, and the pro- 
uceris enabled to sell cheaper by reason 
f the larger amount of his annual pro- 
ue t ion. 


Imposing a duly on an article which, 


onfessedly, cuu be produced 
cheaper 


broad than at home, does not necessa- 
ily enhance the price to the 
con- 


urner. 
That depends in part and per- 


laps wholly on bow much cheaper it can 
ie produced. If enough, so the foieign 
iroducer can deduct the duty from profit 
nd still leave him a margin he might 
irefer to loose the duty rather than re- 
trice his market. 
For the greater quan- 


ity produced from the same plant, cost- 
ng relatively less it might be better for 
lim to reduce his profits than to reduce 
he amount of bis annual production. 


Persons engaged in a business in which 


here is a sharp competition and a new 
xpense in tax or other burthen is im- 
msed, if the tax or burthen is not too 
arge, they might prefer to reduce their 
>rofils to a very small margin, or in fact 
0 none at all (for a time) in preference 
to increasing the market price of the 
jroducts of their business, whereby the 
ross amount of sales would be lessened. 
The manufacturers of leather are a 


;ood 
illustration of this proposition 


lome time they continue for years, barely 
making expenses, waiting for what they 
call a good year. In some cases, it is 
true, before that year coru.es they have 
exhausted 
all the profits of previous 


years—their reserved capital—and when 
that is the case they fail or go out of 
Business. Nearly all kinds of business 
01 any magnitude are prosecuted more or 
less in this way. There are times when 
those engaged in it might prefer to loose 
any small sum of extra expense, or if it 
should be large, a part of it in preference 
to increasing the market price of their 
products. 
That would depend upon the 


supply and demand and the competition 
in the trade at the time. 


The same reasoning as to taxation will 


not apply alike to the collection of duties 
and direct taxes. If a direct tax of one 
dollar is levied upon a person, just that 
amount must be paid to the collector of 
taxes. But if oue dollar in duty at the 
Custom House is collected on the cloth 
of which that person's coat is made, it is 
not certain that be pays that dollar in the 
price of his coat. In many cases, and 
perhaps most, be would not pay all of it, 
and tne course of trade might be such 
that be would not pay any of it. 


While the internal revenue law taxing 


certain instruments of writing was in 
force, the grantor of lands did not, as a 
rule, make the price of his farm or house 
five dollars more by reason of the five 
dollar stamp be was required to put upon 
bis deed of conveyance. 
The same tiring 


is true of almost any business existing at 
the time a tax or burthen is imposed. 


he buys just as cheap as he would if the 
t<ix or burthen had not been imposed, 
unless the tax or burthen is so large as to 
absorb all the profits of the business. 


There is no logic as to the certainties 


of the laws of trade, which can make an 
article cost the consumer any more than 
it sells for in open market; and what 
that may be is solely a question of fact 
determined by the price current and not 
by logic. 


The first and all important inquiry for 


the law maker in the enactment of a 
tariff is, the amount of duty to be im- 
posed an each specific article, so as to 
raise on the aggregate of importations 
the necessary revenue for the support of 
the government, and at the same time 
guard the labor of the country against 
ruinous competition 
with the cheaply 


paid labor of the world. 
To accomplish 


this result would require such a duty as 
would make the article cost the importer 
in our market, not less than it cost to 
produce it in this country, without re- 
ducing the price of the labor employed 
in its production.' A law thus adjusted 
is called a protective tariff. 
To do it 


wisely requires a thorough knowledge of 
the relative price of labor and cost of 
production in the 
different 
countries 


where the imported article is produced. 


While in most cases it is somewhat 


difficult to determine exactly what the 
duty should be, the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties differ widtly as to the 
idea und purpose which ought to govern 
in attempting to ascertain it. 


The prevailing sentiment in the Demo- 


cratic party is that duties on foreign im- 
ports should be merely to raise revenue. 


Under that idea the larger the impor- 


tations the larger would be the revenue, 
and if the rate of duty was low, then the 
amount of importations must be very 
large in order to raise the necessary 
revenue. 


The prevailing sentiment in the Repub- 


lican party is, that while imposing duties 
for necessary revenue they should be so 
adjusted to every article, if possible, as 
to enable the labor of this country to 
produce most, if not all of them. 
And 


if it costs more to produce a specific ar- 
ticle in this country, by reason of a 
higher scale of wages, then the duty on 
that specific article should be such as to 
make it cost the same price in our market 
as the home product costs, no matter 
whether such duty enhances the cost to 
the consumer or not, the object being to 
prevent a reduction in the wages of labor, 
while developing the material resources 


Shall cheapness to the consumer in his 


purchase of the products of labor be 


eighed against the comfort of the home 


and the happiness of the fireside of the 
laborer who produces them f 


The most baneful of all the influences 


which lead to national decay, is a policy 
which degrades or impoverishes labor 
The wealth of a country consists not in 
the Fums of money paid into its treasury: 
nor does its real strength consist in fleets 
and armies, but in the manly spirit of an 
independent yeomanry and the intelli- 
gence, comfort and happiness of its labor- 
ing classes. 
A nation is being constantly 


weakened in all that constitutes national 
greatness and power, if its wealth in- 
creases only by the impoverishment of its 
labor. 


That country is greatest and most 


glorious in which there are the greatest 
number of happy firesides ; and to make 
the fireside happy <t must first be made 
comfortable. 


If an article can be furnished to the 


consumer cheaply, only by reducing the 
wages of the laborer who produces it, to 
the same rate paid his competitor in 
other lands,where penury sits at his (ire- 
side and sorrowing want surround his 
death bed, then cheapness is not a desir- 
able object. 
Hence conies the necessity 


for what is<ca.led protection to American 
labor in discriminating duties on foreign 
imports. 


In an empire or nation of standing 


armies its chief interest in its children is 
that they become good soldiers. 
But in 


a Republic its chief interest is that they 
become intelligent citizens, for upon the 
wisdom of their ballots rest the pillars of 
the commonwealth. 
A nation whose 


policy degrades or impoverishes its labor is 
sowing the seeds of sure national decay. 
It is the great fact stamped on all the 
ruins that strews the p ithway of empires. 


For ten years after 
Hannibal van- 


quished the legions of Rome at the bat- 
tle of Cannae, he camped his victorious 
army on the snil of Italy waiting rein- 
forcements from beyond the Alps. 


The Roman Senate undismayed during 


these long years of unbroken disaster to 
the Republic, at last appealed to its 
citizens to save their country and homes 
from the spoiler. 
In the conscious pride 


of Roman citizenship they came with 
strong arms and stout hearts, and ex- 
pelled Hannibal forever from Italy; and 
then carrying the war into Africa, swept 
from the shores of the Mediterranean the 
last vestige of Carthage and her power. 


At that time Italy was one of the most 


fruitful 
agricultural countries in the 


world. 
Manual labor*was held in honor- 


able estimation by all classes of the State. 
Cato was not only a scientific but a prac- 
tical farmer, and Cincinnatus was called 
from the plow to save his country from 
the ravages of the barbarian. 


For two centuries thereafter Rome 


sent forth her mail-clad warriors and 
trampled out all surrounding nations, so 
that at the birth of our Saviour but three 
other nationalities, China, Persia and 
Caledonia, had an existence. 
But in her 


march to almost universal empire she 
sowed the seeds of her own decay. 
Her 


victorious generals marched home from 
conquered provinces long trains of cap- 
tives to be consigned to cruel bondage on 
ber soil, until its cultivation was confined 
almost wholly to tenants and slaves, thus 
degrading and impoverishing ber labor, 
until at last the barbarian, from his wil- 
derness home, came with torch and spear 
to the very walls of the eternal city : and 
she had no longer an independent yeo- 
manry or manly laboring class to bare 
their bosoms in ber defence; and the 
Seven Hills fell an easy prey to the Goth 
and the Vandal. The bat and the owl 
built their nests in the imperial palace of 
her Caesars and desolation still reigns 
over its moss grown ruins. 


In the world's history God has decreed 


that organized wrong in national crimes 
•ball he punished by national disasters. 
If the rulers or law-makers of a people 
fail to profit by such lessons then in the 
providences of God, Pharoab-like, they 
must be taught by multiplied woes. The 
greatest crime of nations against humanity 
is human npndage; and the next in mag- 
nitude is a policy that degrades or im- 
poverishes labor. 


The woes of Ireland will have no end, 


and Great Britain no- lasting domestic 
peace, so long as her laborers are pre- 
vented by law from ever acquiring owner- 
ship in the land they till. A nation 
wliose policy excludes the cultivator of 
the soil and his children forever from its 
ownership—a • modified form of Feudal 
vassalage—is sowing the seeds of discord 
and sure national decay. 


Law, cannot, it is true, fix directly the 


wages of labor; that in all cases must be 
arranged between the employer and the 
employed. 
It is impossible, however, in 


any business for the employer to pay to 
the labor employed in it the full amount 
or more than the articles produced will 
sell for in market. But legislation can 
fix policies affecting directly industries 
and their prosecution and development 
and thus indirectly affect the price paid 
to labor engaged in such industries. 
The 


enactment of tariff laws is such legisla- 
tion. The power conferred on Congress 
by the Constitution to lay and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts and excises, and 
"to provide for the common defence and 
general welfare of the United States'1 
clothes Congress with tull discretion while 
collecting necessary revenue to so adjust 
the law as best to promote the general 
welfare. 


It is often reasoned and most writers on 


political economy have taken the position 
that no matter what the pay of the laborer 
may be, it is just as well for him, provided 
everything he buys is graded relatively to 
the price he receives for bis day's work. 
That is, if he receives fifty cents per day, 
it is just as well for him if the price of 
everything ha buys is half what it would 
be if he received $1.00 per day. 
That 


might be true if his only object in life is 
a bare subsistence and he is never to 
accumulate anything from his earnings. 


But if he is to save anything then the 


larger the price he is paid for his labor, 
even though everything else be iu propor- 
tion, .the greater the opportunity for 
saving. 
Say he can by proper economy 


save one-tenth of his wages. 
If he is 


paid $1 00 a day then his savings would 
be ten cents; if he is paid fifty cents a 
day they would be five cents. In one 
case it takes ten days to save u dollar, in 
the other it takes twenty, just twice as 
long. The dollar saved in either case is 
accumulated capital. 
If put in a savings 


bank or any other place on interest, the 
interest is so much on the dollar. 
The 


income on his savings for the same length 
of time would therefore be twice as much 
were he receiving $1.00 per day as it 
would be if he received fifty cents, though 
he pays twice as much for everything he 
buys. 
His one dollar of surplus capital 


would earn twice as much under any cir- 
cumstances as fifty cents would earn. 


The political economy which reasons 


that it is just as well for the laborer to 
work at one price as another, provided 
the price of everything he buys is exactly 
in proportion to his wages, was written 
for and is ad ipted only to countries where 
man is born to raok and condition in life, 
and where there are no highways leading 
from the hut and the hovel to honorable 
distinction. 


Capital is but the surplus earnings of 


labor saved in the first place bv economy 
in expenditures. Some of the nmst Suc- 
cessful capitalists of our country began 
life as hired laborers and the day of their 
whole lives, of greatest self-conscious 
pride, was when their first little savings 
amounted to a thousand doll* rs. 
All 


things being equal the greater the daily 
wages of the lauon r the more easily he 
accumulates capital, which is but the 
surplus saved from earnings over and 
above the cost of living. It is with this 
cipilil thus saved that he is to better his 
own condition and in co-operation with 
others, improve the surroundings of his 
children. 


But admitting t'.iat all duties collected 


are finally psiid by tlie cons.mier in an 
enhanced price of the articles upon which 
they are imposed, admitting that the 
labor which produced the articles in other 
countries is paid less wuyes than is paid 
for like employment in this, is it wise 
statesmanship to continue the collection 
of the revenue necessary for the govern- 
ment from duties on foreign imports t If 
by continuing the system the articles 
produced or manufactured in our own, 
and the tendency of such a policy would 
be to prevent the wages paid in tins 
country from being reduced to the lower 
rates paid in other countries, then states* 
maiiship can have no higher wisdom and 
patriotism no nobler object. 


Full employment at fair wages of the 


whole labor of a country, gives to it its 
greatest prosperity and adds most to th 
national wealth. 
By producing at home 


the commodities which a people consume, 
the profits of the production and the 
profit in each and every exchange of them, 
in the course of trade, is retained in the 
country, and the aggregate makes the 
wealth of the nation. 


In the course of regular and staple 


business individual fortunes are made 
only by the economizing of the profits in 
.he production and exchange of the pro- 
ducts of labor. 
If that is done by our 


own citizens the fortunes thus accumulated 
are expended in the communities where 
,hey were made. Some in costly living, 
some in magnificent charities and others 
n great public improvements, all of which 
;ive greater employment to labor and in- 
;reased prosperity to all kinds of business. 


The highest wisdom of statesmanship 


therefore, is to see to it, in the enactment 
of tariff laws, that so far as possible, the 
labor of our own country shall produce 
the commodities consumed by our own 
people: and while doing that, to see that 


internal, revenue cost, for. collectipn fne 
millions one hundred and thirteen thous- 
and tfofhirs, being at the rate of three and 
one-half per cent, on the amount collected. 
The collection of the necessary revenue 
by either method would require about the 
same number of officials. 


In case of "direct taxation It might be 


said the States could collect for the gen- 
eral government so there would bo no 
need of any other office-holders except 
those of the State to collect the entire 
revenue for both. In that case should the 
State neglect or refuse under some nullifi- 
cation idea, to collect or pay over the 
taxes, the general government would be 
without the means of enforcing collection 
or payment, while it has unlimited power 
to enforce collections from individuals. 


Of all methods for collecting revenue 


the Custom House is the cheapest for the 
government and the most convenient and 
easiest for payment by the citizen; and it 
is tl.e ouly way by which legislation can 
be of any real benefit to the industries of 
he country. 


Abolish all tariff laws and the laborers 


of our country must then stand unaided 
and alone in their competition with that 
abor of the world, where homeless poverty 
s the sole heritage of the sons of toil. 


The humane argument urged in behalf 


of freo trade, by philanthropic statesmen, 


that while it might not be of special 


advantage to the labor of our own country 
t would benefit the labor of other coun- 
tries by opening our markets to their in- 
dustries. 


The first great requisite in the bouign 


precepts of the Christian religion is to 
>rovide for your own household, and who- 
iver fails to do that is worse than the 
leathen. 
The gospel was to be pro- 


claimed first at Jerusalem, and the King- 
dom of Heaven itself was first to be 
opened to the Jew and then to the Gen- 
He. 
Christian civilization inculcates in 


all its teachings that enlightened selfish- 
ness which after first providing for the 
comfort and happiness of home, devotes 
all surplus energies to bettering the con- 
dition of others 
That man who should 


;ive even, a crust of bread to a needy 
itranger, while his own child is dying of 
lunger, would be regarded as insane or a 
>rute. 
So the enlightened Christian 


tati'Smanship of a nation must first pro- 
vide for the welfare of its own people, or 
at least see to it, if in the power of leg- 
ation to prevent it, that tliev are not 
reduced to the condition of misery and 
ivant which is deplored in other lands. 


The burthens of government should fall 


upon its citizens in proportion to the 
lenefits each derives therefrom. 
The 


chief benefits of government may be 
summed up in protection to life, liberty 
and property ; or in the Declaration of 
independence, life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 


For the security of life and liberty, 


every citizen owes to the government 
which protects him, the sime obligation. 
Hut there the equility of obligation for 
>ood government ends. 
All else, which 


classed as worldly prosperity, or the 


jursuit of happiness, the liiole rule to 
whom much is given much Will be re- 
quired, is a sound one.

consumption of articles of luxury and the ' , 
smallest amount possible from the neces- 
Kra 


s.iries of life ? 


Collecting revenue by duties is in reality 


collecting it from incomes based on ex- 
penditures in living. 
This method while 


stripped of the objectionable features of 
a specific income or direct tax—of being 
inquisitorial as to the private business of 
individuals—distributes the burthens of 
government upon those most able to beir 
them, and to whom injustice'hev belung. 


In discussing tlie Morrill Turiff bill in 


Congress. May 7, I860, my views as to 
the proper adjustment of a tariff aud its 
influence on tlie industries of the country 
are as clearlv expressed in the following 
extnct, as it is possible fur me to do it • 


"If we produce the commodities for 


which the spec e is exchanged, tlie ad- 
vantage of making the exchange at home 
instead of abroad is tint while we retiin, 
for the purposes of trade, a reliable cir- 
culating medium, it saves to the producer 
of each commodity the cost of double 
tr.msportntion. 
For instance, you man* 


ufacturc a shoe which costs one dollar. It 
costs another dollar for its transportation 
abroad. 
You exchange it there at its 


cost price of two dollars for some com- 
modity costing two dollars, the transpor- 
tation of which, back, costs one dull.ir. 
So the article you get in exchange for 
the shoe costs three dollars, requring three 
shoes to pay for it; when, if it had been 
Droduced at the door of the shoe manuf.ic- 


nation in favor of the products of our 
own industries and especially of thote in 
which ere possess natural advantage*. 
It 


is in this way only that we can guard our 
industry against the unjust competition 
of capital and experience, fostered for 
ages by countervailing duties and legisla- 
tive restrictions."

Had there been no Custom House du- 


ties for tHe year 1883, then twenty mil- 
lions of dollars collected on silks, four 
millions on china and porcelain, seventeen 
millions on wines, spirits, segars and to- 
bacco, five millions on fancy articles and 
embroideries, three millions on manufac- 
tures of kid and morocco, and various 
other amounts, in all some eighty to one 
hundred millions of dollars collected solely 
from articles of luxury consumed almost 
wholly by the wealthier classes, would 
have been distributed in taxation on lands 
and visible personal property. 
Direct 


taxation to fall alike upon all requires 
strict honesty in every taxpayer, otherwise 
lands and visible personal property would 
pay most, if not all, of the taxes. 


The collection of revenue through the 


Custom House is a cheaper mode for the 
government tbsn direct taxation. The 
collection in 1883 of two hundred and 
fourteen millions seven hundred and six 
thousand dollars in duties cost for collec- 
tion six millions five hundred and ninety' 
one thousand dollars, which is at the rate 
three and one-tenth per cent.- on the 
•mount collected. The collection of one 
hundred and forty-four millions five hun- 
dred and fifty-three thousand dollars of 


:urer at no greater cost than at the place of 
its production, two shoes would have been 
piaid for it, and the cost of transportation 
ind the labor of one shoe would have 
been saved to the consumer. Thus, the 
consumer of each would be benefited to 
the amount of one-third of the cost of 
the article. 


* 
* 
Whatever produc- 


tions, therefore, a nation has natural ad- 
vantages or facilities for producing, it is 
of national interest and concern that it 
should supply its own market, on the 
principal that vou buy cheapest where jou 
pay easiest. 
Whenever the productions 


of a nation's industry are retained within 
its own limits, the people thereof are 
more prosperous than they could be if 
they expended their means in paying for 
the transportation of their own products 
abroad and the transportation of foreign 
products in exchange, instead of saving 
that expense by producing at home. 


Therefore, it is better, in my judgment 


for a country to produce within itself, as 
far as climate and soil will permit, the 
commodities for which gold and silver 
arc exchanged, instead of sending them 
to other countries in payment for such 
commodities. 


While collecting the revenue necessary 


for the support of the government, a wise 
statesmanship would give to the indus- 
trial interests of the country all the ad- 
vantages that could be justly furnished 
them under it. Justice to the tax payer 
requires that the highest scale of duties 
should be imposed upon those articles 
regarded as luxuries, and the lowest upon 
the necessary and iodeipensible article* 
of life; and in doing this, justice to the 
labor of the country requires a discrimi-

license were brought before Judge Boyer, 
of Montgomery, both of which were re- 
fused.

The law imposes upon the 
court the duty to hear remonstrances, and 
commands it to have 'due regard to the 
number and character of the petitioners 
for and against such application.' There 
» but one consideration which would jus- 
tify the court in granting these licenses 
against the prevailing public sentiment of 
the surrounding community; and that is 
their actual necessity for the proper ac- 
commodation of the travelling public. 
Joes such a necessity exist in these cases, 
r either of them ? We are not convinced 
hat it does. It must be remembered 
hat it is not for boarders, nor for resi- 
Icnts of the neighborhood, that hotel 
icenses for the sale of stimulating drinks 
re deemed necessary by the law. Every 
esident, whether boarder or housekeeper, 
may lawfully supply himself with, and 
eep on hand for use, whatever beverages 


he may think useful for himself or his 
family. It is the stranger and traveller 
for whom the law provides licensed hotels

The evidence before us is not convincing 
that either of these will suffer if these 
licenses are refused. 
Therefore_the pre- 


ponderating numbers and interests of the 
remonstrating population of the vicinity 
cannot be lawfully disregarded. It may 
be well in this connection to repeat the 
language of the Act of 1867, which de- 
clares that Mt shall be lawful for the 
several Courts of Quarter Sessions of this 
Commonwealth to hear petitions in addi- 
tion to that of the applicant in favor of, 
and remonstrances against the application 
of any person applying to either of them 
for a license to keep a hotel, inn or tav- 
ern ; and thereupon to refuse the same, 
whenever, in the opinion of said court, 
such hotel, inn or tavern, is not necessary 
for the accommodation of the public, and 
entertainment of strangers and travellers.' 
It would be easier for the court to grant 
than to refuse them. The petitioners are 
both reputable persons, of good habits, 
and have the respect and confidence of 
those who know them.

could gratify the wishes of the applicants, 
and at the same time supply a public 
want. But when these objects are in 
conflict, the public interest should pre- 
vail. 


Such crimes as those of Ferdinand 


Ward, while the; spring often from de- 
pravity, are oftener the result of mere 
weakness of character. Thackeray in 
many of hii minor sketches constantly 
draws the portrait of the man and women 
whose means are not equal to the style of 
living which they desire : and they desire 
it not for itself, but only because others 
have it. They are not strong and steady 
enough to be content with that which 
they can command and afford, and the 
means to secure the other must somehow 
be obtained. Thackeray puts the fact 
in the simplest and most amusing form. 
The young couple must give a dinner, 
and instead of the joint of lamb and the 
glass of beer which is the only repast to 
which they have the moral right to invite 
a frif nd—if, indeed, the beer may be 
morally permitted—they roust needs 
prepare a feast which they cannot honor- 
ably afford, and for the sole reason that 
other people who can afford it give such 
feasts. 


It is this doing a little more, or a great 


deal more, that the doer can honestly 
afford, which leads to the swindles of 
Wall street. Living in a house too ex- 
pensive for his means, maintaining it ac- 
cordingly, dressing as his richer neighbors 
dress, doing in all things as they do—it 
is this weak compliance which is bidden 
in the fine bouses, and drives to the Park 
in the fine equipages, which presently 
ends in Ludlow street jail and hopeless

DISMAL PROSPECTS FOB FRUIT.—Ad- 


vices from New York indicate the failure 
of the apple crop, at least tn the Hudson 
river valley. Fruit men have been filled 
with misgivings since the late May frost, 
which, it was feared, had killed much of 
the young fruit. This injured fruit did 
not drop at once, and there was hope that 
a fair crop would remain on the trees 
But during the last two weeks the stems 
separated from the branches and the 
green fruit came donn like rain, filling 
the orchard ground with hundreds of 
bushels of green apples, varying in size 
from a cherry to a black walnut. The 
loss will be heavy to growers who have 
waited so patiently for years for a full 
apple crop. 
Pears are clinging to the 


trees much better, and a partial crop is 
now indicated. Plums are badly dam< 
aged by the frost, and the ravages of the 
voracious curculio left litt e fruit to ripen. 
The prospects for peaches in the valley is 
clearly becoming more gloomy, and many 
predict a total failure. Strawberries were 
a partial failure, owing to the frost and 
drought, but the raspberry crop is large 
and the yield promises to be one of the 
largest ever gathered in the valley. Cur- 
rants are also being gathered and shipped) 
and this crop is also large and fine. 
Frost did not seem to affect these fruits. 
Blackberries and gooseberries are not 
grown to any great extent there. Tne 
yield of the former promises fair, but the 
product of the latter will be small.

the sod aod the graveyard stones. Yea, 
more—the very nobility of sentiment 
that prompts us to acknowledge this ob 
ligation, and to cast about us after ways 
and means for meeting it, is a priceless 
endowment accumulated for us by our far 
earlier ancestors from the first days when 
they began to leave behind them the 
moral obtusencu of savages. All law 
•U government, all social order, all human 
affairs, are founded in the trust that the 
living inheritor will keep faith with the 
departed testator, and live up to that 
testator's best liopes or transcend them 
Harmony with this idea is the moral o 
history, and ninetenths of all that i 
takes to make a citizen.—George W

—It is sail? that tv enty-four steam ships 
are kept busy by one firm In bringing 
ruit from Mediterranean ports to New 
York. 
Twelve of them are passenger 


vessels, the greatei parts of whose car- 
joes are compose of fruit. The other 
twelve are freight vessels, whose west- 
ward cargoes are composed wholly of 
fruit. The cargoes are discharged at a 
Brooklyn pier, rmr the Wall street 
ferry. The firm hat finished and extensive 
salesroom, which it said to constitute the 
most extensive fruit market in this coun- 
try. 
Sales take place at noon on the day 


after a cargo has trrived. A crowd of 
importers, brokers, grocers, venders,and 
Western buyers is always on band. Each 
importer to whom fruit has been consign- 
ed opens two boxes as samples and the 
contents of thcso are 
overhauled by 


prospective buyer t. 


When the auctioneer mounts his stand 


in the salesroom, men who look like 
tramps jostle their fashionably clad fellow 
bidders, and when they raise their bands 
the auctioneer is quick to catch their 
bids, for he know! their checks are as 
good as wheat. 


Many of the pin chased goods are hur- 


ried off to Chicago, St. Louis and other 
Western shipping points in refrigerator 
cars. In the steamships the boxes of 
fruit are piled so that air can circulate 
freely all about them, and strong currents 
of air are kept up through the holds by 
means of wind saih. 


A box of oranges landed in Brooklyn 


has cost, everything included, $2. 
It 


brings from $1 to $5, according to its 
condition and the state of the market 
The occitn freight cost is 30 cents 
The 


season here for onnges lasts from early 
Decembei until early June 
Then the 


dried fruit trade begins. This lasts un- 
til December 
It is said that 1,000,000 


boxes of raisins ai e often received in one 
month.—New York Sun.

SL.AWUCD AND ITS USES —In the trop- 


ical climates the little nir bladders which 
support the seawrncks are of great ser 
vice for the masses of seaweed 
are 


several hundred feet long and of consid 
erable height, having stems the thickness 
of a man's thigh and branches and 
drooping stems which support innumere 
ble forms of anim >1 life, such as corals, 
crabs, worms of different kinds, together 
with mosses and weeds of the sea, and 
being beside a pi ice of deposit for in- 
numerable eggs of various creatures. In 
Scotland the tender parts of the sea- 
wracks, knonnos tangles, are used as 
food, and when cooked are considered 
choice diet for cattle. 
The stems of a 


very hard, horny variety of the ssa wracks 
are used ai knife handles. They are cut 
in short pieces, and while still moist or 
green the blade is forced in at one end. 
When the stem dries it clings firmly to the 
knife blade. Being gnarled and horny it 
resembles buck's horn and when tipped 
with rrietul and fully finished, forms an in- 
expensive knife handle. The rose tangles 
are higher up in the scale of vegetable 
life, and their delicate tints render them 
very beautiful, (if these pulse is an im- 
portant variety to the Scotch and Irish, 
who, beside using it as food, both in its 
raw state and cooked in milk, find in it 
a substitute for tobacco. Carrageen inoss 
is another kind of rose-tangle from which 
a nourishing jelly is made. The Chinese 
use one variety of rose tangle as a chief 
ingredient in other glossing preparations; 
twenty-seven thousand pounds are brought 
annually to Canton and sold at from six 
to eighteen pice pi T pound.

A HUGE ELEOTEIO BATTEBY. 


In erecting the great Statue of Liberty, 


two things had to be considered that 
seem very trifling, and yet, if neglected, 
might destroy the statue in one day, or 
cause it to crumble slowly to pieces. One 
is tbe sun, tbe other is the sea breeze. 
Either of these could destroy the great 
copper figure and something must be 
dor.e to prevent such a disaster. Tbe 
beat of the sun would expand the metal 
and pull it out of shape, precisely as it 
does pull the Brooklyn bridge out of 
shape every day. 
The bridge is made in 


four parts, and when they expand with 
the heat of the sun they slide one past 
the other, and no harm is done. The 
rher span rises and falls day and night, 


,heat and cold alternate. The great 


copper statue is likewise in two parts, tbe 
frame work of ir6n and the copper cov- 
ering . and while they are securely fast- 
ened together they can move one over 
tbe other. Each bolt will slip a trifle as 
the copper expands in the hot August 
sunshine, and slide back again when the 
freezing winds blow and tbe vast figure 
shrinks together in tbe cold. Besides 
this, the copper surface is so thin and 
elastic that it will bend slightly when 
heated, yet keep its general shape. 


Tbe salt air blowing in from tbe sea has 


thin fingers and bitter, biting tongue. If 
it finds a crack wnere it can creep in be- 
tween tbe copper surface and iron skele- 
ton, there wilt be trouble at once. These 
metals do not agree together, and where 
there is salt moisture in the air they 
seem to quarrell more bitterly than ever. 
It seems that every joining of points of 
copper and iron makes a tiny battery, 
and so faint shivers of electricity would 
run through all the statue, slowl) corrod- 
ing and eating it into dust This curious, 
silent, and yet sure destruction must be 
prevented, and so every joint throughout 
the statue, wherever copper touches iron, 
must be protected with little rags stuffed 
between the metals to keep them from 
quarreling. It is the same wherever 
two different metals touch each other. 
Imagine what a tremendous battery tbe 
Liberty would make, with its tons of cop- 
per surface and monstrous skeleton of 
iran. 
However, a little care prevents all 


danger, as provision will be made, of 
course, for keeping the metals from touch- 
ing euch other.—St Nicholas for July.
